During the ope opening worship 
service of the Northfield Confer- 
ence af Religious Education at 
Ryssell Sage chapel Monday 
morning, the Rev. Roy L. Minich 
of Malden charged the delegates 
to carry out ao experiment dur- 
ing the 10-days of the confer- 
ence. 

“No one will ever be quite the 
same after they have met you— 
you will never be quite the same 
after you have met any other 
person.. In the lives of every 
other member of this conference 
there is some one element which 
if incorporated into your own 
Jife would make'you a finer man 
or woman,” said Minich. “If we 
have the genius to compound our 
personalities in a certain way, 
this conference will gain some- 
thing almost umbelievably ideal. 

.“Let us deliberately set out to 
help each other. We must build 
up our homes, our families, our 
churches and our friends. In the 
ten days of this conference let 
us enjoy this glorious experi- 
mem of deliberately trying to 
build each other up.”

For Valley Points

According to present signs, the 
number of visitors to New Eng- 
land will break all records this 
season. The improvements in 
railroad travel are contributing 
a great deal to making this region 
especially the Connecticut River 
Valley section a popular recrea- 
{ion center, not only during the 
summer, ‘but also during the win- 
ter season. 

Streamlined trains, air-condi- 
tioned through sleepers, parlor 
cars and coaches, and tast but 
not least, the Jow two cents-a- 
inile rate have helped consider- 
ably in increasing railroad pa- 
tronage in these days of good 
roads and fast cars. 

Another advantage not so well 
known is the favorable time 
schedules from central points of 
departure. For, example, it is 
possible to leave Washington, D. 
C. at 12 noon (EST), Baltimore 
12:43, Philadelphia 2:13, New- 
ark 3:29, the Hell Gate Bridge 
route, and arrive in East North- 
field at 8:25 p. m. with but one 
change of train at New Haven.

A Tribute 
Anna M. Spring 


-0O-- 

Since the publication of the 
notice of death of Miss Anna Me- 
laznia Spring in the Press two 
weeks ago, more detailed  in- 
formation of her death, life and 
work has been received and the 
Hood River and San Diego (Cal.) 
papers contained quite lengthy 
articles, copies of which have 
been forwarded. In addition 
comes tributes to her memory 
from close friends. 

As previously stated in the 
Press, Miss Spring died at Estes 
Park, Colorado at the age of 87 
years on June 29. She had been 
ill for some time and had gone 
to Estes Park for treatment from 
her large and beautiful home at 
Point Loma, Calif. 

She was born in Pittsburgh 
where the funeral services were 
held and burial was in the fam- 
ily plot in the cemetery there. 

Miss Spring was very wealthy 
but used her money in fostering 
good works as she became. in- 
terested in them. She gave lib- 
erally to the support of the Pock- 
et Testament league, to the Gi- 
deons in the placing of Bibles 
in hotel rooms, to the American 
Bible society in support of its 
effort, to the Harbor Light, 
which she founded as a haven 
for sailors at San Diego and to 
the Rest Haven to which she has 
given her palatial home. She had 
also given in days gone by a 
hospital in Oregon, supported 
the work of the Northfleld 
schools, gave Spring Memorial 
gardens in Northfleld and many 
other phalanthropies through 
out the country, including the 
Moody Bible Institute. 

For many years she spent part 
of her summers at her estate on 
Rustic Ridge and made many 
friends. A woman of sterling 
Christian character the story of 
whose Jife would afford much 
inspiration. She was deeply re- 
ligiouz and a lifelong member 
of the Presbyterian church. She 
was descended from a long line 
of sturdy pioneers and was a 
member of the DAR. For many 
years her interests were entrust- 
ed to the care of her efficient 
secretary Miss Margherita Chia- 
volina who also is well known 
here. Some tributes from friends 
have been received but their 
contents embodied in this article 
all spell a splendid appreciation 
of the character and benevol- 
ences of Missa Spring.
